Austin, Jan. 26.—A favorable majority 
report on Mr. Goss’ resolution provid­ 
ing for a constitutional convention, and 
an nnfavorable minority report, signed 
by Messes. Griniiau and Stafford, were 
laid before the ornate. 
Senator David­ 
son of DeW itt offered an amendm ent to 
the resolution, Which amendm ent pre­ 
scribes the form of oath to be taken by 
delegates to such convention, among 
other things swearing them to incorpo­ 
rate in the new constitution the home­ 
stead exemption provisions of the pres­ 
ent constitution, tilt* same being set out 
in full in the said oath; also pledging 
them to irn,nrp<irate in the constitution 
provisions empowering the legislature 
to control railroads.

The senate adjourned to Tuesday.

It was finally adopted. 
A motion by Mr. Perry of Brazoria, 
fixing the bill for the relief of Galveston 
storm sufferers as a special order for 
Monday at 11 o’clock, was adopted.

C l e v e r B o r . 


W ashington, Jan. 20.—In a special 
message the president yesterday trans­ 
mitted to the senate a report of tho sec­ 
retary of war, inclosing the report of 
the Taft Philippine commission. 
In his 
message of transm ittal the president 
says that the report includes not only 
the report* of the commission but its 
extent of legislation and other im por­ 
tant information relating to the condi­ 
tions and immediate wants of tile Phil­ 
ippine islands. 
The president in his 
message earnestly recommends legisla­ 
tion nuder which tho governm ent of the 
islands may have authority to assist in 
their peaceful industrial development In 
the directions indicated by the secretary 
of war. 
Tho brief recommendation in the mes­ 
sage urging Immediate legislation in the 
interest of the Filipinos caused general 
surprise among senators and occasioned 
speculation upon the probability of an 
extra session of congress immediately 
after March 4. 
Senators generally say 
they have no intim ation from the White 
House that a special session of the en­ 
tire congress may be desirable, but they 
unite as one man in saying that no 
Philippine legislation is possible during 
the rem ainder of the present session. 
The Spooner bill, vesting all power 
for the governm ent for the Philippine 
archipelago in the president, is the only 
Filipino bill. 
It is known that w hen­ 
ever an earliest effort is made to secure 
legislation bearing upon this subject, 
much tim e w ill be required. 
Some senators also express the opin­ 
ion that legislation may be necessary 
in the Cullen constitution and it may 
be possible to secure it at this session. 


T h e Senate. 
W ashington, Jan 26.—Senator Depew 
of New York delivered in the senate a 
speech in support of the shipping bill 
on Friday. 
The address was in the na 
tore of an appeal for American m er­ 
chant m arine by tho granting of subsi 
dies as provided for in the pending 
measure. 
His discussion of the prob­ 
lems that now confront American m an­ 
ufacturers and American farm s wa* 
notably interesting and effective.

Others affirm 
that the rock is a sand stone, and there­ 
fore, fulfills the best requirements. ll 
will take time and may take some more 
wells to settle definitely some mooted 
Question*.”
